This group of jewels, usually 


not on public exhibition, -nag, however. 
opened up to the peisonnel of the 
American fleet which recently com- 
pleted Its crulM of Australasian wa- 
ters.

curtained nnn«c of the York House 


I gallerj, itself a treasure house of 


antiques fathered front all parts of 
the iiorld by Isidore Kozmlnaky, Aus- 
tralia's leading authority on precious 
anil gernl-prei Iou« gerai 


One of Jlr Newman's cases con- 


tained n group of Queensland golden 
•npphlre* ranging from one to Bfty 
carats These stones are nearly equal 
to the diamond In hardness and have 
a similar beauty, sa\e that their light 
Is orange instead of white. 


In another case was a group of 


blue sapphires of varying ibades from 
velvety bine to cornflower and light- 
water blue. In still another case itera 
golden zircons, which are softer than 
diamonds but look very much like 
them 


Mr. Ko«nlnsky pointed out that 


•uch a leading authority as Sir A. H. 
Church thought "the diamond and zlr- 
eon had too many points in common to 
be set together." The zircon was known 
to antiquity, Us name being derived 
from the Arabic word "arfrc," mean- 
Ing jewel; and In old Sanskrit books 
it Ii called the stone of the 3oon'« 
Xodee. 


Mr. Kozmlnsky Indicated to Inquir- 


ing American officers that Professors 
Coster nnd Hevesty of Copenhagen, 
the recent discoverers of the element 
hafnium, had detected It In a blend 
with zirconium a mineral of the same 
character as the zircon. 


Opalt Reflect Various Colon. 


The prize group in the jewel col- 


lection, however, is the case of opals 
of ail sites and shapes. One of the 
most striking stones la a big o^al gem 
of over 64 carats, already known to 
jewel collectors of the world as "For- 
est rircs" This stone when mo\ed In 
the light throws off brilliant red rays 
icry similar, in miniature, to burning 
trees at night. 


Mr >'ewraan compared It to the his- 


toric opal, known as the "Burning of 


. Troy." given by Napoleon to Josephine, 
] while one of the visiting officers com- 


pared Its coloring to^the burning lava 
pit of the volcano _Kllauea In Hawaii 


Another of the bigger stones called, 


"Moonlight," throws off rays of yel- 
low from a field of blue. A third stone 
called "Sunset" Is similar to the snn I 
descending on the horizon of a gray 
tky. Other minor gems give off tlnyj|> 
rays of reds, greens, mames, violets 
and whites.

"The Rajah," a trtanjrnlar gem of 


116 carats, which combines flashing 
reds with purple, violet, green and 
gold. 


"La Inferno," which displays a^ group 


of drooping trees from under which

"Emerald Isle""moonlight preen. 
"Flame Queen" a Unique Stone. 
Mr >"ewmaa considers the best of 


his black opals to he "Flame Q'neen." 
a Stone of 253 carats, measuring 2JJ 
by 23 inches oval m shape. It was 
found some jears ago at Lightning 
Ridge. Xew South Wales, near the 
Queensland border. ;he only important 
source 01" black opals in the world. 


This gem is belie'ied to be unique In 


•tractate and color. 
The center Is 


ullghtly in relief, while the outside 
border stands out like a frame. The 
center of the stone throw* out scarlet 
ra.\s. and two slight depressions on 
each side and almo«t parallel to each 
other gixe the impression of a volcano 
in eruption. 


The lower of the depressions re- 


flect* two Iriaiicnlar «hafts of color 
toward the enclosing frame, which is 
green. Viewed from another nn«Je the 
center become a vivid emerald and 
the frame a royal Mae. Turned! again 
the center is bronrc touched with 
points of black within a frame of 
changing blue and amethyst.

•tone Is chameleon-like.

A test 'Wnlch was ran by the Iowa 


experiment station anowi that tbe 
early maturing bird* an tht best for 
winter egg production and that they 
also eontlnu* to b« the heaviest lay- 
ers during th* following nmmer. The 
pullets in the teat were divided Into 
four groups, the early maturing, me- 
dium maturing, late maturing and very 
late maturing. 


The remits for tbe" four 
winter 


months of November, December, Jan- 
uary and February showed an average 
of 51.42 eggs for the flrtt group, 36.85 
for tbe second. 15.39 for the third, and 
only 8.28 for the very late-maturing 
group. 


In the following four spring months 


the difference was still marked, bnt 


j not so great- The average for the 


different groups were 90.85 for the 
first group, 73.98 for tbe second, A7.82 
for the third, and 39.44 for the fourth. 


In the four months of July, August, 


September and October, which com- 
pleted the year's test, the results were 
again deddsdly in favor of th* early 
maturing birds. The averages wen 
75.43 for the first group, 60.S8 for tbe 
second, 38.62 for th* third, and 15.04 
for the fourth. 


The total for the year showed an 


average of 217.5 eggs for the first 
group or the early maturing fowla. 


Cholera Is Contagious 


and Is Spread by Hens 


Cholera Is a highly contagious dis- 


ease conveyed by bacillus which are 
found In the discharges and In the 
blood. The rapid spread of the con- 
tagion is accounted for by the fowls 
eating grasB or other food contami- 
nated by excretions of diseased birds, 
and through spilled blood of diseased 
birds. Probably the first sign of this 
trouble is shown through the unite*— 
that part of the excrement of the 
fowl which la excreted by the kidney a 
and voided with the droppings. Nor- 
mally 'this 1* white, bnt it becomes 
tinged with yellow, and then bright 
yellow when the bird Is Infected
